Chere is one reservation and only one which 
bears the signatures of the four nurse members 
of the committee, and that deals with the “ 
ant nurse.” While agreeing that these workers 
should be brought under proper control, they 
suggest that the term “ registered invalid attend 
ant’ be used to avoid confusion in the mind of 
the public and to protect both the patient and the 
registered nurse. 

With so many points to comment on last week 
we were unable give a very 
account of the suggestions concerning the assist 
ant nurse. As we stated the report recommends 
the enrolment of the assistant nurse with suitable 
training, which is to be essentially of a practical 
nature, provided certain safeguards are enacted. 
It is suggested that it shall be ‘‘ made an offence 
for any agency or co-operation acting in connec- 
tion with the employment of nurses to supply 
for gain the services of persons for the purpose 
f nursing the sick whose names are not on the 
register or roll, or to fail to inform the applicant 
for the nurse’s services to which of these cate 
gories the nurse supplied belongs.” To make this 
effective, local authorities would be empowered 
to license, register and inspect all such agencies 
and co-operations. Without these safeguards the

Abstract of a lecture by 


NE of the commonest injuries which require 
first aid treatment is injury to bones, 
particularly fractures. The actual causes of 


fractures are : (1) Direct violence, the bone being 
broken at the site receiving the injuring force, 
as when a leg is “ run over.”’ (2) Indirect violence, 
by means of which a fracture occurs at some 
distance from the spot receiving the injury, e.g., 
the clavicle may be fractured by a fall upon the 
outstretched hand. In this the muscles 
being stiffened the force is transmitted up the 
arm and jerks up the shoulder so violently that 
the clavicle breaks. (3) -Muscular contraction, 
a bone being broken by a sudden and violent 
contraction of muscles which are attached to it. 
The commonest example is fracture of the patella 
by a kick which misses its objective, as sometimes 
occurs in football, or by inadvertently stepping 
off a kerb and suddenly contracting the muscles 
of the thigh in order to prevent falling.

Special Fractures 

Fracture of the lower jaw. This is usually due to 
direct violence, such as a blow on the point of the 
jaw. It is always compound into the mouth, 
for the bone lies close under the mucous membrane. 
Pain is considerable, the inferior dental nerve 
often being caught in the fracture. The patient 
cannot close the mouth or speak, and he supports 
the jaw with his hand. Irregularity in the line 
of the teeth can be seen. There is a good deal of 
bleeding and the patient may vomit.

Clavicle and Humerus 


Fracture of clavicle. Usually caused by indirect 
iolence, the fracture occurring near the middle-o1 
ner third of the shaft. It is seldom compound 
lIthough it lies so near to the skin, and it is rarely 
omplicated, in spite of the proximity of the 
xillary artery. The fractured bone can easily be 
elt under the skin in the depression of the shoulder, 
he arm falling downwards by its own weight and 
eing pulled forward and inward by the contraction

The Decline of Breast-Feeding 


Is breast-feeding declining? | believe it is in 
industrial towns, where women work in factories 

I am a Queen’s nurse and health visitor in a country 
district within access of town. Of the babies delivered 
by me in two years, 74 per cent. were entirely breast- 
fed up to the normal time for weaning, 14 per cent 
had complementary feeds and 12 per cent. were entirely 
on the bottle The reason for the last named was 
almost entirely illness of the mother, in some cases 
kidney and heart disease, and in one case, a mother 
of 10, a breast abscess. Interference by neighbours and 
relatives responsible occasionally, as was 
advice by the nurse attendant at a chemist’s that “ the 
milk is too thin.” Ignorance was the reason in only
